ee _ ‘Whe Postmaster Genera! Thinks the Govern- 


ment Is Charged a Highhr Late Than 
It Ought to Be. 


Wasuinctox, August 5.—Tbhe following letter 
‘from Postmaster General Wanamaker to Dr.Norven 
Green, president of the Western Union Telegraph 
company, was made public today: 

Postorrice DEPARTMENT, OFFICE OF POSTMASTER 
_ GeEweraL, WasHineTon, D, C., August 2, 1889,—Mr, 
~ “Worven Green, president Western Union Telegraph 
company, New York.—Dear Sir: Referring to your 
letters of July 11th, 16th, and 27th, which have been 
given to the public press through channels other 
than this department, and in which you protest 
against any new rate for government telegrams and 
offer various arguments to prove that the oid rate of 
one cent a word is as low as your company Can ac- 


cept without loss, I beg leave to say: 

1. Your unqualified statement that the privileges 
and benetits ‘Derived by your company throngh the 
acts of conercss are“‘purely imacinary’’and the com- 

nion assertion that your company has never 
‘taken a stone or stick of timber, or xppropriated a 
foot of land belonging to the government” under 
such acts, are not sustained by the facts, It is an 
undeniable fact that the telegraph companies in 
accepting the act of 1866, and afterwards supple- 
ieentary acts, considered they were gaining 

SPECIAL AND ACTUAL BENEFITS 
which were intended to be granied to the govern- 
ment, likewise supposed that they were securing 
some benefits for the valuable concessions being 
made to the telegraph companies. The tclegraph 
companies not only accepted the acts, expecting 
substantial benefits would ensue, but in the case of 
the Western Union Telegraph company, notably 
great and conspicuous benefits have already ac- 
crued. Under these grants the company has 
claimed the right to use, witnout compensation of 
any kind as to right of way, all the highways of the 
country on the ground of their being post roads, It 
has broadened this claim to the extent that the 
etreets of cities and towns are also post roads, and, 
therefore, open and free to its occupancy and use. 
The cour.s bave sustained itin this claim. You are 
necessarily famillar with the Pensacola case, in 
which the supreme court of the United States de- 
cided that the Western Union Telegraph company 
haa rights which even the sovereign state of Fiorida 
COULD NOT ANNUL. 

Thus, under the benefits of this act, instead of 
not ccecupying a foot of the public land, as you as» 
gert, you are, in fact, occup, :ng many thousands of 
miles of post roads and are privileged to occupy all 
highwaysin the United States. You have thus 
been abie to occupy and use streets in the large 
citie:jof Philadelphia and New York, regardless of 
the views of local authorities and almost regar® 
les; of public opinion. Even the elevated railroads 
iu New York city have been claiincd as post roads 
and hec'a'm sustaiued, The staie of New York 
may regulate its use, but is not able to deprive you 
ot these great privileges secured (o telegraph com- 
paniesand maintained tothem alone by the con- 
gressional act of 1866. Beyond this the streets of 
ali other cities and towns of the United States have 
been kept open to your use. I am stire that on re- 
flection you will hardly claim that such great ben- 
efits as these 

ARE ‘PURELY IMAGINARY.” 

In other respects your company, and other tele- 
ga companies, have secure] substantial benefits 
from the government and from the public under 
acts of congress, but these I have mentioned are 
enough, I think, to sustain my former reference tu 
the privileges and benefits given to you by the gov- 
ernment, the value of which,in my judgment, is 
deyond calculation. Conferring such great benefits 
and privi'ezges upon you the government, in my 
belief, cx ected and is entitled to receive not ouly 
pon exceptionally low rates to others, but even a 

ower special rate, 

2. A: io your question of the Iegal powor of the 
postuisater-;eneral to fix the rate for gov- 
ernp:eut mesea7es, I would only re- 
ma k that ¢such & right appears’ to 
fiuve been understood by previous postmasters- 
general as an official duty, anc thei exercise of Le 
right or the performance of the Cuty has been gen- 
erally and constantly accepted and respected by 
telegraph companies. In any cvent, I should say, 
Wwe may agree that the act of congress at least im- 

ose ou the postmaster general the duty to name 
he rate and maintain it, until in a court of inquiry 
the rate has been shown to be unjust. 
PRESS ASSOCIATIONS ARE CORPORATIONS, 

8 As to your qualified statement that no corpora- 
tion has received a rate equal tothe proposed gov- 
ernment rate of one milla word. Your statement 
that p ess associations are not corporationsis hardly 
jus. fiei Ly the factsand is pot material to the 
question. They may not be corporations for general 
busine-s, but most, if notall, of them are incorpo 
ratea under iaws of some state, aud their dealing 
with the telegraph company is, as © company ocr 
corporation, not as individuals. You will not 
deny, indeed, that ome of your officials has ad- 
mitted to me that some of the press associations get 
their news roports fora mill aword to cach news- 
perer, and in one association the rate is even 

ower than that. I do not. critercise 
the press rate; it is not too low. 

It would be better, in my judgment, for tae puc- 
lic press and telegraph companies if it were still 
lower: Astothe Associated ress there is force in 

our statement that it is a wholesale rate as it were 

or the same dispatch sent over the same wire at 
the same time to several customers, but is it not 
true that the rates given to some portionsof the 
press effectively contradict your own statement 
that ‘‘per message transmitted to a single address 
the government is our only Customer enjoining 
geduced rates’. 

By this I presume you mean that the 
government has lowest raie given to 
auy single customer, Its lowest ate being 
one cent a word on day messages and three- fourths 
ofacent for night messages, but this charge is 
mide not only upon the message itself, but upon 
th: aidressund signature as well, So that for ten 
Words ina message and ten words in address and 
si;nature, the above rate is in fact two cents per 
word in daytime and one anda half cents per word 
@ night. Isit mot true that large papers of New 
York, Chicago, and other large cities have a half- 
cent rate for their special dispatches in daytime and 
one-fourth ofa cent at night, or a rate of one-half 
lower than the government has been granted? 1s it 
mot irue, also, that this patronage from the enters 
prising press isthe most profitable that you have, 
21d that it would, in fact, give you still more profie 
4. made still lower? Reduced rates bring increaad, 
business and enlarged profit. Your own testimony 
before committees of congress at Various times, 
has been steadily to the eftect that every time your 
company bas reduced pricesit bas gained an in- 
ereased income. This accords with my own view 
that a constantly decreasing rate, where there are 
large numbers of customers, will both better serve 
the public and better profit any business.’ I believe 
thatthe new rate proposed for the z,overnment 
would not materially alter the amount. of cash re- 
eogived by you, while the government would be en- 
abled to greatly quicken and vitalize the transac- 
tion of its business in all departments. 

It is quite tirne, as you say, that the government 
is ab.e io pay proper rates,an:! I may add that,so far 
@ 21 bnow, is willing to pay just rotos,and that it is 
farthest {rom my thought tnai ‘the people’ should 
suiicr Ly reason of the losses you claim that you 
are now making and wonld still further make 
on government business. I am satisfied the 
people could and should fave much lower rates 
than now exist, and that neither the people 
nor the government should suffer because speciaily 
low rates are given to favored customers. While 
cla‘ming that the government has received the 
lowes’ singic address rate, you not ony edmit a 
lower rate to the press, but also plainly say that 
certain railroads or transportation companies are 
given “..alt commercial rates’”’ When it is con- 
Sider <ithat in government messages words are 
couniei, the address and signature as well as the 
message, andin all other telegrams the message 
ay is counted, isit not true that this half rate to 
such companies is at least asiow asthe government 
rate, and in some instances lower? For instance, a 

verament message from Washington to New 

ork containing twenty words inthe message and 
ten words in the address and signature, would be 
cha’ g-d at thirty cents, which is nearly fifty per- 
‘ cent more than transportation comyanies would 
pay tcr (he same message. Iam not speaking now, 
anc do no! wish to have confused with this part of 
the discussion, the free service you 
give to the_ railroads for certain free 
serv Ce to you. These payments I understand to 
be for rights of way, etc. More than that, I am in- 
forme i your company, in many cass, actually | ays 
res. sums of money to railroads for rights of way, 
and |! Goes notseem unreasonable to suppose that 
it would not be out of place for telegraph com- 
pane; io be expected to make compensation of 
som. kind to the government for its much larger 
conce-sions, which, in efiect, have secured to you 
the enjoyment, particularly in cities and towns of 
muci more valuabie rights of way. 

4 As to your statement that no m can be 
carried and delivered by the telegraph company 


within a few years and for several yearsin «uc- 
cession, large volumes of business have been handled 
by your company and other companies, at the min- 
imum rate of 10 cents a message, and did not this 
rate continue until the Western Union absorbed 
the competinglines? The table of statistics given 
in your memorial to the senate committee, 1883, 
shows t at during the period of the 10-cent rate 
your sage oy 4 did not lose money. but made large 
profits. If this were possible then, and especially 
as your business has grown very largely in volume 
since, it would seem that it might be practicable 
now. I understand that the signa) service reports 
make up a very large propo tion of the entire 
amount of government telegraphic business. Your 
schedule shows that for eleven years the govern- 
meut has been paying adout 3 cents a word for each 
cireult over which government messages are sent. 
No reduction, whatever. has been made 
in that rate since 1877, but within that 
period you have reduced the public rate from 62% 
cents to 3) cents per message, more than 
50 per cent reduction, and the cost of handling tel- 
egrams has been reduced during the same time from 
43 4-lu cents to 232-10 cents per message, or over 
4$ per cent reduction. Within the past five ycars 
the public rate has fallen 18 per cent and the cost 
of transmis-ion abouts percent. but within that 
period there has been no reduction whatever in 
government rates, 

Taking all these facts into necount, I believe that 
the government has been paying for {its telegraph 
service more than any other customer, givicg you a 
like or approximate amount of business, and that 
within the period first named there has not beeu so 
greuta reduction in government rates as to the 
gencral public and press. Waeiving entirely the 
question of benefits accruing to telegraphic com- 
panies, under the act of 1866, the goveriiment ought 


to be put upon as favorable a basis as to telegraphic | 


rates as your most favored customers. 

Inasmuch as this discussion has taken a wider 
range than J anticibated, it may be praper to add, 
referring to vour letter, that you are right in saying 
that the acceptance by ie!egraph companies of the 
act of 1866 “rendered it to all intentsand purposes a 
compact between the government and telegraph 
companies.” ButI donot agree with all of your 
next succecding statements. For instance the 
printed copy of your memorial presented to the 
senate postotice committee la-t year misquotes the 
act of 1866, which should read: “Provided, however, 
that Uuited States ray at any time purchase all 
telegraph lines, property and effects of any or all 
couipantes acting under the provisions of tné dct of 
July 24, 1866.” The words “any” and ‘“‘or’’ 
are omitied in your memorial, This omission 
was, of course, an error, but as your present 
correspondence expresses sime meanings 1 men- 
tion the mutter merely toremark that your views 
in that particalar are not adopted by tris depait- 
ment. Tie act of 1366 was, as you say, a Compro- 
mise measure in which the Unite: States for the 
time being waived its inherent right to the per- 
formance of telegraphic service in conjunction with 
the postofiice. The first telegraph linein this couns 
try was built with goverment aid, and that the gov- 
ernmene did not continue to exercise its undoubted 
prerogatives by extending and operating the. tele- 
graph as amore speedy means of communication 
= the post was, as well known, purely an acci- 

ent. , 

I have given fulland respectful sideration to 
your protest, weighed your arguments and Inves- 
tirtated tne subject for mysely, throygh such chan- 
nels as are open to me, desiring only to protect the 
interests ofthe government. In couclusion, | beg 
toremind you that in my letter of July 13th, in 
answer to yours protesting against the reduction, I 
consented to your reqnest for a conference on the 
subject before any official order to the departments 
fixing the rate should be issued, and Iam yet quite 
willing to entertain any reasonable proposition 
based upon known feels. I bave the Lonorto

The President Off to Bar Harbor Today— 
A Mail Robbery. 

WASHINGTON, August 5.—No bond tenders 
were received at the treasury department today. 

Captain O. Kane, in his report to the navy de- 
partinent of the accident tothe Boston in New- 
port harbor, Saturday, received this morning, 
does not indicate that the injury is at all seri- 
ous. His statement is very brief, merely that 
the vessel touched bottom, and that he will 
send down the river to ascertafm the extent of 
the damage. It is feared, however, by some of 
the officials that the vessel may have to go to 
New York and be docked before a perfectly 
satisfactory examination can be had.

The president ex- 
pects to return to Washington by the 17th, for 
a few days’ stay prior to his departure for In- 
dianapolis.

The Democrats Elect a Treasurer for Ken- 
tucky. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., August 5.—Returns from 
the olection today for state treasurer show a 
democratic victory, Stephen H. Sharp, of 
Lexington, the present treasurer, was nomi- 
nated for re-election. Democratic counties so 
far as heard from show an increase for him 
over the majority given Buckner in 1887, 
There have been some surprising victories for 
republican candidates for the legislature, but 
this has been due in all cases to local causes, 
In republican counties where ex-Senator Col- 
son, republican nominee for treasurer, was ex- 
pected to make heayy gains there has been 
rather a decrease. Louisville gives Sharp 
2,500 majority and the state probably 25,000. 
The prohibition vote is light. Votes for the 
convention to revise the constitution probably 
will show a sufficient majority to call a con- 
vention. 
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A Duel Near New Orleans.

FIREMEN UNABLE TO, DO ANYTHING: 


Because of a Scarcity of Water—Loss Over 
Fourteen Million Dollars—Washing- 
ton's Beautiful City Ruined. 


San Francisco, August 5.—A special from 
Spokane Falls tothe Examiner says: A fire 
broke out in a lodging house on Railroad ave- 
nue at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon, and is 
rapidly spreading and now burning fiercely. 
The fire seems to be beyond the control of the 
firemen, and itis thought the entire business 
portion of the city will be burned. Already 
two blocks of business houses have been de- 
stroyed. 

Later information showed that forty busi- 
ness blocks had fallen prey tothe flames. It 
was definitely ascertained that the Northern 
Pacific depot and ‘all the pubiic buildings in 
the city were 

CARRIED AWAY IN THE GENERAL*HAVOC. 

Tho first estimate received placed the loss at 
$30,000,600. Spokane was oiie of the most 
prominent of the many new cities in the in- 
fant state of Washington. Situated on the 
line of the Northern Pacific railroad, close to 
the Coeur de Alene mining region, the city has 
been the site for many large industrial estab- 
lishments, such as smelters and kindred enter 
prises. Expensive public edifices had also 
been recently erected, and the population was 
easily supporting two prosperous daily papers. 

THE BURNED DISTRICT. 

The business district of Spokane was in the 
strip between the Northern Pacific railroad 
tracks and the Spokane river. This strip was 
five squares across, and extended about seven 
squares in length. It was solidly built up with 
brick and stone structures, the cost of which 
varied from $25,000 to $125,000. Ten banking 
houses, five hotels, opera house, and many 
wholesale establishments doing business esti- 
mated at half a million dollars cach were -sit- 
uated within the district described. 

The estimate of the Joss of $30,000,000 is be- 
lieved here to be exaggerated. JHlalf that 
amount is thought to be nearer the actual figure, 
assuming that the reported complete destruc- 
tion of the city iscorrect. The population of 
the city is about 20,000. The city possessed an 
excelient waterworks modeled after the Holly 
system, With a capacity of 9,000,000 gallons 
daily. 

THERE WERE NO FIRE ENGINES, 
but by the system in use five or six good-sized 
streams of water could be concentrated upon 
any block in the case of fire. The fire depart- 
ment “vas a volunteer one. As to the insurance, 
the best information here is that no large 
amounts were carried. 

The Western Union telegraph offce was 
destroyed, and Communication is precarious. 

Twenty-five blocks were reduced to ashes 
The estimated loss is $14,060,000. Owing toa 
lack of water the fire quiftkiy spread ana was 
soon beyond control. and it. was evident the 
city was doomed. The flames spread with 
fearful rapidity. The firemen were powerless. 
Attempts were made to check the fire by 
blowing up buildings in its path, but it was 
useless. From the Pacific hotel the tire swept 
across First street to the frame buildings in 
the next block, and soon reached the heart of 
the city. A blockof two story brick build- 
ings on Riverside avenue was scon destroyed. 
Prom here the fire communicated to the 
magnificent Hyde block, a four-story building, 
taking in the whole squaro between Mill and 
Howard streets on Riverside avenue. The 
fire next leaped across Howard strcet, and in 
a few minutes the block between Héward and 
Stevens streets was a 

MASS OF RED HOT ASHES. 

The next structure to succumb was the large 
Tutt block. From there the contlagration 
went whirling through solid blocks of four- 
story brick buildings, including the pstoftice, 
between Stevens and Washington streets. At 
this point the fire burned out from a lack of 
material. ' 


THE EPIDEMIC AT WARSAW. 


Ravages of the Bloody Flux in an Iowa 
Town. 


Keokuk, Iowa, August 5.—The epidemic of 
bloody flux at Warsaw has not abated. From 
reliable citizens it is ascertained that fuily six- 
teen deaths have occurred from the plague 
since Wednesday last. Itis impossible to ob- 
tain reliable information concerning the epi- 
demic from physicians or undertakers. They 
refuse to show the dead list or lists of patients. 
Dr. I. B. Hunt said yesterday: 

“Vou had better not make any fuss about 
this matter. If Keokuk has any cases of 
bloody flux she will cover them up. What do 
you reporters mean by trying to pry into our 
misfortunes? Iam worn out day and night, 
Ican’t say what the other physicians are 
doing. You had better go and see them. You 
can say that there is a serieus epidemic of 
bloody flux in Warsaw. J do not know when 
it will end.”’ 

Dr. Jenkins, of Keokuk, was seen last night, 
and said: ‘“‘There is a serious epidemic of 
bloody flux in Warsaw. The disease has ap- 
peared here, Itis reperted that I have said 
that if. the atmospheric conditions did not 
change within twenty-four hours Warsaw 
would be visited with Asiatic cholera. I did 
not say that exactly, andI think there is no 
cause for general alarm as yet.’’

Certain itis ho left 
on the same train with the Sullivan party, but 
it is stated he only goes to Meridian on other 
business.

MR. RICH ON HAND,

it is asserted, on the official bond of Justice 
Carter. If Sullivan succBeds in ending the 
matter before the justice and escaping the 
clutches of Judge Terrell, of the circuit court, 


he will again have come out abead of Kilrain, 


who must, unless he also appears and pieads 
guilty before the justice beforethe 12th of this 
month, answer to the cirenit court, as the 
grand jury will doubtless indict him on that 
day. However, this may rebound to Jake’s 
benefit, at least, as it is not “probable 
under any circumstances of the case 
that a greater penalty would be imposed upon 
the vanquished than that meted out to the 
victor.

The Cronin Suspect Again on Ameriean Soil, 
A Lively Trip. 

St. Pavt, Minn., August 5.—Burke, the 
Cronin suspect, arrived at this city in charge 
of Chief Hubbard, of Chicago, at 6:55 a. m. to- 
day. After the rest of the passengers had 
alighted the train was run back into the yard 
and the Burke party quickly transfered intoa 
Milwaukee car and attached to the Milwaukee 
train, which pulled out at 7:15 a. m.

ATIEMPT TO KILL BURKE. 

Farao, Dak., August 5.—Martin Burke will 
probably never forget his trip through Mani- 
toba and Dakota. At every station where the 
train stopped there was a crowd waiting to 
catch a glimpse of him. At Grafton there was 
at least 300 men, most of them apparently 
Irishinen, who boarded the sleeper and de- 
manded admitiance. Many were persistent in 
their demand to get into the car, telling Lieu- 
tenant Ross that if they could only catcha 
glimpse of the prisoner they would kill him 
with as littie hesitency as they would a rat. 

“Dr. Cronin,’’ said ove of them, ‘twas a 
cousin of mine, and 1 would avenge his death 
if Lonly get a chance.’ As he spoke he drew 
a revolver from his pocket and peered into the 
smoking compartment of the car where Burke 
was with two officers, but before he had time 
to distinguish the faces Lieutenant Ross 
hustled him off the platform, and his place 
was taken bya curious Dakotan. 

Burke heard the stranger's denunciation and 
threats, but he was as cool as if he had been 
safe behind the bars of Sherif{’s Matson’s jail. 

“T might as well be shotin Dakotaas hanged 
in Chicago,” he said when he heard the threats. 
Notwithstanding this he was, it is asserted, 
badly frightened. 

WILL BE TRIED TOGETHER 

CuicaGao, Auguet 5.—Judge Horton today

FLY PAPER USED “AS A COSMETIC. 


She Tells of Her Huasband’s IiIness—How She 
Mixed Powders in His Food—And Ad- 
mits That She Was Unfaithfal. 


Liverroon, August 5,—At thetrial of Mrs, 
Maybrick for the murder of her husband to- 
day, the examination of witnesses for the de- 
fense was continued. Dr.jMacNamara, ex- 
president of the Irish college of surgeons, tes— 
tified that in his opinion Mavbrick’s death was 
due to gastro-enteritis, and not to arsenic, Dr. 
Paul, toxicoological examiner in Victoria uni- 
Vowmity, declared that it would take months to 
eliminate arsenic from the system if it were 
over twice. Healso thought symptoms in the 
case of Maybrick accorded with these of gas- 
tro-enteritis. A chemist testified that ladies 
Often purchased ftlypapers for use as cosmetics. 
A hair dresser said that arsenic was frequently 
used by ladies to improve the complexion. 

Mr. Poole, ex-mayor of Liverpool, testified 
that in March last Maybrick had told him that 
ho took poisonous medicines habitually. 

MES. MAYBRICK’S STATEMENT. 

This concluded the evidence and Mrs. May- 
brick then read her statement. In this she ex- 
plained the presence of fly papers in the house 
by saying that she had bought them for use as 
cosmetics. For many years she had used a 
cosmetic prescribed by Dr. Griggs, of Brook- 
lyn, which contained arsenic. She had lost 
the prescription and wishing to makd a substi- 
tute, had soaked fly papers in elder flower wa- 
ter and Javender water and had covertd the 
vessel hoiding the mixture with a plate and 
towel to exclude the air. Continuing» Mrs. 
Maybrick said: 

‘On the night of May after the nurse in at 
tendance upon my husband had given him 
some meat juice I went and sat by his bed. 
He compiained of being very sick and de- 
pressed, aud implored me to give him a pow- 
der. Earlier in the day he made a similar re- 
quest andJ had declined to adniinister the 
powder, but that evening I was overwrought, 
terribly anxious and miscrably unhappy. His 
distress unnerved me and as he said the powder 
was harimiess and I could 

PUT IT INHIS FOOD, 

I consented to mix it with soime meat juice 
which E gave tohim. Aftertaking it the de- 
ceased fell asleep and appeared better on 
awakening, I was not anxious to administer 
the powder. <Aiterwards lL placed the bottle 
containing meat juice onthe washstand, where 
it remained until Michael Maybrick, my 
brother-in-law, tock possession of it- The duy 
before my husband died I made aful!l conufes- 
sion to him of the fearful wrong I had done 
him, and received his forgiveness.”’ 

This statement caused a sensation in the 
courtroom.

THE STORM IN AUGUSTA.

But what we wrote had hardly got out to 
our weckly subscribers before another noted 
physician, writing in one of the most noted 
medica] journals, announced that ice-water 
is among the healthiest drinks that the pub- 
lic can absorb. It is now stated that ice- 
water, drank slowly and in moderate quan- 
tities, is a healthful and an invigorating 
drink. 

The truth of the business is that the doc- 
tors disagree on everything, just as the scien- 
tists and the philosophers do, and their 
opinion is not*worth shucks on any subject 
outside of the old-time routine that has 
‘been in vogue a thousand years. The doc- 
tors who give jalap and bleed their patients 
are just as successful as those who deal in 
the infinitessimal doses of the more modern 
school. But the differences between the 
‘‘regular’’ doctors who practiced fifty years 
ago and those who practice now are even 
greater than the differences that now exist 
between the two modern schools.

Our claim that Behring Sea is a closed 
sea subject to our exclusive jurisdiction is 
not likely to be submitted to by England 
without at least a show of resistance. 

Whether right or wrong, the soldiers and 
sailors of old England are always ready 
forarow. When they are left free to act 
they resent an insult to their flag with 
lichtning-like promptness. When British 
interests are in danger they always prefer 
fighting to diplomacy. 

Viewed from the standpoint of Christian 
statesmanship this policy may be overbear- 
ing and brutal, but it has made England 
what she is.

EDEN EIS SF ED 
The New Biuebeard. 

If any living man can be said to be a com- 
plete master of the fine art of murder Dr. 
J. Milton Bowers; of San Francisco, is en- 
titled to that distinction. 

The Bowers case has faded out of the 
public mind in this part of the country, but 
it is still a burning topic on the Pacific 
coast. 

Dr. Bowers made his appearance in Chi- 
cago some years ago. His career in that 
city wus of such a suspicious nature that the 
chief of police devoted several pages in his 
note book to it. One day the doctor’s 
house burned down. There was good 
reason to believe that Bowers fired it him- 
self, and the insurance companies refused to 
pay him a cent. Then the doctor’s wife 
died, under circumstances which made it 
tolerably plain that she had been poisoned 
by her husband. The suspected murderer 
managed to escape from Chicago, and was 
next heard of in San Francisco. He mar- 
ried again, but his second wife died in a 
short time, and the husband was believed 
to be her murderer, but there was no posi- 
tive proof to connect him with the crime. 

Bowers did not wait long. He married a 
third wife, insured her life for $17,000, and 
in a few months was again a widower. 
This time he gotintotrouble. The coroner’s 
jury found that Mrs. Bowers bad been pois- 
oned, and the doctor was tried and con- 
victed of murder. On the trial the defend- 
ant impressed everybody as a man of mys- 
tery. When interrogated in court he said 
that he did not know what the initial letter 
“~. in his name stood for. 
He = declared that he did not 
know his mother’s Christian name. 
When asked to explain his ignorance of 
these matters he said that his parents had 
perished in the desert of Sahara when he 
was five years old. Hetold other astound- 
ing stories about his antecedents, and they 
were all on such a vast scale that it was 
impossible to investigate them. 

When the murderer was convicted he ap- 
pealed to the supreme court. This was in 
1886. Everybody took it for granted that 
the doctor would hang, but he\was serenely 
confident that he would escape, He fur- 
nished his prison cell luxuriously and en- 
- Joyed life. He had plenty of money, anda 
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rious as himself. These friends were allow- 
ed to visit him in his cell, and much secret 
talk passed between them. 

One fine morning San Francisco had a 
new sensation. Henry Benhayon, a brother 
of the doctor’s third wife, was found dead 
in his room. By his side was a letter 
with his name signed wo it, confess- 
ing that fe had murdered his 
sister, and that unable to bear the burden 
of his guilt any longer he had committed 
suicide. 

But this did not fully convince people 
that Bowers wasinnocent. Experts testified 
that the confession was in Benhayon’s 
handwriting, and experts testified that it 
was a forgery. There was circumstantial 
evidence going toshow that Benhayon had 
been poisoned by one Demming, a yo 
fellow who had visited Bowers in prigon. 
Demming was tried, and was acquitted, al- 
though the case against him was very strong. 
The verdict of, course strengthened the 
alleged confession of Benhayon, and in- 
duced the supreme court to. grant 
Bowers a new trial. 

Such is the present status of this remark- 
able cuse. Most people believe that the doc- 
tor poisoned his third wife to obtain her 
life insurance money. 3ut Benhayon’s 
confession will probably clear the prisoner. 
It is impossible to tell whether it is forged 
or geruine. Bowers will, of course, get the 
benefit of the doubt. The second trial is 
expected to be amere matter of form, and 
yet there isa strong impression: that the 
doctor is guilty and ought to be sent to 
the gallows. Itisa case in which money 
and brains bid fair to beat justice and law.

A Sesqui-Centennial Celebration in His 
Honor Suggested. 
From the Savannah News. 

Editor Morning News: Last May the Sa- 
vannah correspondent of the Charleston News and 
Courier suggested thata very appropriate eyent to 
observe would be the 150th anniversary of the death 
of Tomechichi, which occurred October 5th, 1739, I 
heartily second the idea. Tomochichi was a good 
friend to the Fnglish settlers under Governor Ogle- 
thorpe. He was a prominent Indian chief, aud 
lived near where the city of Savannah, now stands; 
for these reasons, if no others, it would be appro. 
priate to bave a sesqui-centennialin honor of him, 
The people of Savannah, I jthink, could make it a 
success. Anumber of people from different por- 
tions of Georgia, and even from South Carolina, 
willattend. There are yet two months anda half 
to think overand prepare forit. What is there to 
prevent such a cé@lebration? 

Ifa sesqui- centennialin honor of Tomochichi is 
held, it would be a good plan to invite several 
prominent gentlemen to peliver addresses on this 
oceasion, Alsoinvite the chieis of the Cherokees 
and Creeks to be present, for these tribes used to 
livein Georgia. Ifthe chiefs attended they would 
be an attraction. 

Georgia has a most interesting Indian history, and 
she can well afford to feel proud ot her prominent’ 
Indians. Besides Tomochichi there was John Ross, 
whose name was so familiar to the Georgians half a 
century ago. He was more than a politician, he 
was astatcsman. Major Ridge, I believe, also lived 
in Georgia. He was a prominent Cherokce Icader, 
Sequoyab, or George Guess, the famous inventor of 


Cherokee alphabet, was another Georgia Indian, 

end it was in your state that O-ceola was born. He 
was a dauntless warrior and a sincere patriot. 

A sesqui-centennial at Savannah in honor of 
Tomochichi would revive an interest in the Indian 
history of Georgia, and it would be a pleasant occa- 
sion to the people of Savannah and other portions 
of the state. A state which has bai as many @is- 
tinguished Indians as Georgia certainly ought to 
bave a celebration in honor of some of them. -

whois accused of robbing the mails. 

Crawford has been the mail carrier between 
Cedar Bluffand Cave Springs for some time. 


he was allowed to lay

able package in the registered letter bag and 
determined to secure it. He reported at the 
ofiice at Cedar Bluff, and a!though he 
appeared unfit for work, he begged so’ hard 
that he was allowed to resume his position. 

Half way between the two places there is a 
short cut which leads th-ough dense woods. 
When Crawford reached the place he rode 
among the trecs, and, when secure from ob- 
servation, cut the registered letter bag open 
and rifled it. 

The big find he expected did not, however, 
materialize. The bag held but two letters—one 
contained $8 and the other $1. He then tied 
the bag to the saddle and turned the animal 
Toose. 

It was found wanderivg about, and it was 
imimediately surmised that Crawford had been 
‘murdered and the mails robbed. This theery 
was exploded when several people asserted 
they had seen the missing man driving in a 
bugyy toward Rome. 

Postoftice Inspector Sharp was immediately 
notified at Chattanooga, and he detailed Dep- 
uty Marshall Campbell onthe case. Telegrams 
were sent to all the stations where Crawford 
would be likely to pass, and he was arrested at 
Cave Springs, to which point he was taking 
the mail which he robbed. He was making 
his way to Alabama. 

While on the way to the Fulton county jail 
he confessed the crime to Marshal Campbell. 
He will, however, probably not live. to 
be tried at the October term, as he is in the 
last stages of consumption, Out of prison he 
might last two montlis longer, but in confine- 
ment he will probably die in thirty days. 
Crawford cannot give bond,as his only relative 
is his mother, who is very poor and unable to 
help him. 

He told Deputy .Marshal Campbell that he 
was driven tothecrime by a few drinks of 
whisky he had taken.

| FOR PROPERTY OWNERS. 


DR. FALLIGANT, OF SAVANNAH, AND 
| THE OYSTER BILL. 

The Doctor Is Here in the interest of an Amend- 
ment to the Posteil Bill, Which Provides for the 
Protection of Property Helders—He Expresses 
His Opinion at Some Length.

people, is much interested in the oyster bill, | 

| Coast counties this character of development is 
| as far ahead of the oyster industry as produc- 
tion of fruit is ahead of the production of crab

which bears the name of Major Postell, of 
Glynn county, and the object of his visit here 
was to secure certain amendments to the bill 
in the interest of property owners who would 
be effected by its passage. 

‘‘The bill as drawn,” said Dr. Falligant yes- 
terday, ‘‘makrs a discrimination against large 
property owners in favor of small ones— which 
I think is of itself unconstitutional. Wherea 
nan owns & small tract fronting on a creek—it 


riglits are perfectly protected under this bill, 
no matter how many feet frontage he may 
have, but the landowner who has property on 
the navigable rivers is deprived of the use oJ 
his frontage below low water mark. 

‘‘The language of the bill gives the prefer- 
ence to persons who have been in the oyster 
business. 
gentiemen who hive inthecity and who hold 
these country places as country homes or as an 
investment. Those piaces on the navigabie 
rivers are very valuable. Under this bill the 
oystermen can pick up all the water privileges 
below low water mark, excinding the land 
owners. The ruinous effect of this legislation 
upon highland property is fully § ap- 
preciated when it is remembered 
that these highlands are usnally cut up into 
small country places where an acre of front- 


age is worth from $1,000 to $2,000, and where | 


the improvements are often worth from $1,000 
to £10,000. In fact I have in mind one 
country place, that of Mr. A. L. Ilartridge, 
with five hundred feet frontage, the improve- 
ments upon which have cost no less than $20,- 
000. 

“Tf a man who owns a place of this kind,”’ 


continued Dr. Falligant, ‘‘is deprived of the | L 


use of this water front below low water mark 
by reason of its occupancy by ocytermen, he 
cannot build his bath houses beyond that line 
without consent of the oystermen, nor can he 
even cast anchor in these waters without 
damage to the subjacent oysters and laying 
himself liable to malicious damage suits. 

‘In case of high land fronting on salt water 
lines which have not already been cut up into 
smaller tracts, the land owner will be utterly 
unable to sub-divide his frontage and develop 
towns and villages along his lines for the reason 
that no one wili purcliase the land and put im- 
provements thereon unless he can be secured 
in the use of the water lying in front of his 
premises; hence, properties of this kind now 
undeveloped and which ate capable of devel- 
opment to a value of tens and hundreds of 
thousands of dollars would be absolutely par- 
alyzed and penned in by the oyster men. 

‘‘Which is best fer the state: to develop the 
real estate of this character by which hundreds 
of thousands of dollars of taxable property may 
be created,paying its revenues to the states and 
counties, or to kill off this development in the 
interest of a few oystermen who will pay buta 
few dollars into its treasury? As a financial 
question, it seems to me that the state would 
be guilty of a nfiost consummate folly to inter- 
fere with this possible enforcement of our laws 
by which its revenues’may be so greatly in- 
creased. Toillustrate: I know numbers of 
places having frontages not exceeding one 
hundred to two hundred feet in these highland 
lines where the ground and Improvements 
vary from $3,000 to $10,009 in value. ‘The 
tax derived froma place of this kind 
amounts to from &°0 to $100 a year 
whilst the amount received from the system 
will amount to about twenty-five cents for 
fifty years. 

‘Landowners on these salt water lines 
occupy @ position very similarto that of the 
advocates of the fence law. If an investor 
purchases two-thousand acres of ground in 
the interior of the stateand fenses up one 
hundred acres for planting purposes, the. re- 
maining nineteen hundred acres lie open and 
free to the use of stcck belonging to others. 
A sort of free piracy exists. The state 


nineteen hundred acres because he is not 
planting it. Ittaxes him for this land but 
does not punish him because he does not plant 
it. Landowers along these oyster li 
jacent to highlands are equally subject to afree 
piracy upon the oysters, ani they recognize 
the fact that until a better protective condition 
exists, they will not be able to use their lines 
in the cultivation of this product except at a 
greater expense for watching against stealing 
than the profit derived from the product 
amounts to. Under this bill itis proposed to 
punish the landowner for not cultivating 
oysters on his lines at such a loss. and to de- 
prive him forever after—that is what the 
leases practically amount to—of his title in the 
property. 

‘Many of these landowners are = 0¢- 
cupied in various callings in Savannah, 
and look hopefully to the time when their salt 
water properties my return something, 
through oyster culture, upon the amount of 
capital invested in them and which has been 
idle s0 many years; but if during such non- 
usage, the oysterman who does not own one 
foot of ground is permitted to take up these 
water limes, their hope will be everlastingly 
destroyed. Asso much of the value of these 
salt water properties is absolutely dependent 
upon the uses to which the water fronts can be 
put, itseems hard that the owner, who has 
paid taxes upon this non_ productive 
property for at least a@ generation past 
should be deprived of any future hope of de- 
riving any revenue therefrom. 

‘*Another reason why the landowner should 
be allowed the use of water below low water 
mark is this: The seedlings are generally 
raised above low water mark in the territory 
which unguestionably belongs to the land- 
ower.

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MAJOR SLATON TALKS OF IT AND OF

Echoes of the Teachers’ Convention at Nashvilie— 
The Election ef Officers and the Work of the 
Conventiun—The Causes Leading to the Letter, 


Major W. F. Slaton, who has recently ro- 
turned from the meeting of the national edu - 
cational convention, in Nashville, and an 
extended trip through Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky, Was talking about the Canfield letter 
yesterday. 

“It was I who nominated Mr. Canfield for 
the presidency of the association,” said he 
“TI did it in order to secure a better recogni- 
tion of the southern members, though las 
well as the entire convention esteem. him 
highly. : 

‘‘You see, while the presidency is the high- 
est office, the secretaryship is the tail that 
wags the dog. I sawthat it would be impos- 
sible for us to get both presidency and secre- 
tarvship, and as a sort of a compromise I nomi- 
nated Mr. Canfield, of Topeka, Kansas, for the 
former. Of course he was elected, as ali sec- 
tious united on him. 

“Then when the secretary was to be clected, 
I nominated Mr. Garrett, of Nashville. 
Mr. Cook, of New York, and Mr. 
Shepherd, of Iowa, were also candidates, lub 
in my nominating speech I told the conven- 
tion that they couldn't afford not to elect Mr. 
Garrett; thatif they didn’t it would be on ac- 
count of-purely sectional lines, and we didn’t 
want any of that in that convention.

“When you mention that letter and that 
lady, you mustremember one thing—she is the 
sister of John J. Ingalls, of the United States 
senate. Primarily, that accounts for it. It 
was her nature, and she couldn’t help it. 

‘‘The direct cause oceurred like this: One 
afternoon Mrs. Cantield was out driving with 
two of the most prominent ladies in Nashville 
—their guest. They drove to Glendale park, a 
distance of seven or eight miles, and it being 
quite late when they arrived there they took 
the dummy train fer the city. This is where 
the trouble began. In Nashville the dummy 
lines run a car for whites and a car for blacks, 
and neither is allowed in the other’s ear. I 
was put out of the colored people’s car myself 
once while there, though the other was packed 
full, and only a few colored people occupied 
the rear car, which is really the best, being 
furthest from the engine. 

‘Well, shortly after Mrs. Canfield and her 
friends got in the car several colored teachers 
entered and sat down. They were from the 
north, and didn’t know the customs. Mrs. 
Cantield didn’t object to the colored teachers, 
neither did the Nashville ladies openly, 
though, of course, they felt that they were out 
of place. The conductor came in later, how- 
ever, and made the colored people take their 
own car. That's the secret of the letter.”

Mrs. Canfield felt very sorry 
for the letter when she saw it in print, and 
directly after seeing acopy of the paper with 
it in, she burst out crying, and was taken to 
her apartment. 

“The convention did a great deal of good 
work, and the people of Nashville opened 
their arms tous. Next year’s session will be 
held in {t. Paul, and the member from Min- 
nesota assured us of a splendid reception.’’ 

Major Slaton was nominated for first vice~ 
president of the convention, but resigned in 
favor of Mr. Marble, the retiring president, as 
it was customary for the retiring president to 
serve as first vice.. He was chesen second 
vice president and Mr. W. F. Slaton, Jr., was 
elected director for Georgia.

BY THE PAYMENT OF £Wv HUNDRED 
AND FIFTY DOLLARS. 


The Libel Case Brought by City Warden Hunter 
Against the American Press Association Was 
Settled in the Courts Yesterday. 


‘The suit brought against the American Press 

-- gssociation by Jumbo Hanter for $10,000 
damages was settled yesterday by the Ameri- 
can Press association paying $250. 

The suit was brought by Hunter for alleged 
libel. 

This removes the case from the United 
States court for the northern district of 
Georgia, to which court the Press association 
transferred it from the citv court. Its settle - 
meént ends a case which would heve brought 
out some very iuteresting points in 
libel law as to whom is_ directly 
responsible in publishing libel, the author or 
the newspaper printing it. In this particular 
case the Press association, which gathers and 
distributes news, sending it to the smaller 
daily papers in stereotype plates, sent out an 
article last February regarding Jumbo Hun- 
ter’s turning over to the medical college ofa 
pauper dead body. Hunter, thinking the arti- 
cle libelous, entered suit against the associa- 
tion, claiming $10,000 damages. 

Both sides were represented by excellent 
legal talent, Hunter’s counsel being Messrs. 
Goodwin and Pendleton, and the Press asso- 
ciation’s Frank A. Arnold and Morris Bran- 
don. It was thought until yesterday thata 
bitter fight and long litigation would be nec- 
essary to decide the question, but it seems 
that negotiations save been pending 
for about a week which resulted in a com- 
promise of two hundred and fifty dollars. 

The plaintiff releases both the Press associa- 
tion and all of its subscribers which printed 
the article, and the settlement is a satisfac - 
tory one toall concerned. Mr. Frederick J. 
Cook, the southern managers of the Press 
association, says regarding the matter: 

“Tt was one of those peculiar cases which 
newspapers and editors are very apt to bring 
ont. I will say, however, that the company I 
represent has handled news reports of 10,000 to 
12,000 words a day to ever 500 daily papers in 
the ‘country for the past Sseven years, and 
this is the first libel case ever brought against 
it. This shows at least discrimination in edit- 
ing news, and also what editors and 
news gatherers bave to do in the way 
of exercising judgment. In the case in 
questions we may have done the plaintiff an 
injustice without the least intent of malice. 
We took that particular piece of news, con- 
densed it to suit our subscribers’ space, and 
ran it through our list with several hundred 
other items. The settlement made by our at- 
torneys today is satisfactory to us, as we were 
in the fight to protect our subscribers more 
than ourselves. The case would have been a 
very pretty one, and I think our chances were 
good if it had gone to court. We were induced

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THE LIGHTNING’S WORK. | 


INCIDENTS CF YESTERDAY'S ELEC- 


TRIC SHOWER, : 


A’ Bolt Passes Through a Fair Street House—A 
Policeman and His Family Shocked —Other 
Cases, But No Great Damage Done. 


Yesterday’s storm made things quite lively 
all over the city, and in several instances the 
lightning got in its forked work. 

No liyes were lost, however, though a nnm- 
ber of people were shocked, and no serious 
damage was done to property. 

Several of the ‘‘oldest citizens’’ assert that 
it was probably the most severe electrical 
storm ever experienced in this part of the 
state. In some parts of the city the storm was 
more violent than in others, and the first ward 
seemed to have been the center. 

The heaviest period of the storm was be- 
tween half past twelve and one o’clock, and 
occasioned great inconvenience to people who 
are usually on the street at that time, 

THREE PEOPLE SHOCKED. 

Chas. Klasset and his wife received probably 
the most seucre shock of the storm. Their in- 
fant child was also slightly shocked. 

Mr. Klasset, who is a fireman, lives on West 
Fair street, between Chapel. and Walker, and 
goes to his dinner every day between twelve 
and one o'clock. 

Yesterday he had just reached home, when 
the accident happened. His wife was sitting 
on a rocking chair with her baby in her lap, 
when the husband entered the room, the door 
of which was standing open. Klasset, as soon 
ashe had deposited his umbrella and hat, 
walked across the room and stooped over to 
imprint his customary kiss on the little baby 
face, when the flash came. Mr. Kiasset was 
knocked insensible and the baby fell from its 
mother’s lapto the floor. Mrs. Klasset also 
received a severe shock, and was confined to 
her bed the balance of the day. 

Mr. Klasset was so badly shaken up that he 
could not report for duty again yesterday, and 
notified Chief Joyner of his condition. The 
baby was not burt beyond a bruise or two sus- 
tained in its fall to the flcor. 

The bolt, for one evidently passed through 
the room, entered the front door and went out 
a back window, breaking outa glass. Several 
things in the room were overturned, anda 
clock which was sitting on the mantel was 
knocked to the floor. 

A FAMILY SLIGHTLY SHOCKED. 

Policeman Taylor and his whole family, 
who live at G1 McAfee street, received a 
slightseock. Mr. Taylor’s shock was quite 
severe, but mone of tiie others were injured 
as badly as they were frightened. 

Officer Taylor was just preparing to sit 
down to <dinner, his family having already 

»laced themselves around the table. He had 
en outin the rain and was in the act of re- 
moving hisrubber coat when the lightning 
knocked him senseless to the fioor. He re- 
mained unconscious for about a half aa hour, 
and was brought to by his wife, who threw 
water over him and rubbed him vigorously. 

Mr. Taylor, as wellas all the members of 
his family, at tiie time of the shock experienced 
a sensation similar to that which would be 
caused by passing-some very hot object close 
to their faces. Mr. Taylor was pretty well used 
up, but at four o’clock in the afternoon had 
recovered sufliciently to gocn daty. He says 
the shock was more severe on his right side, 
and describes it as having a dead or numb feel- 
ing. 
This was Officer Taylor's second shock. 

“When Iwas about fitteen years of age,” 
said he, “i received a similar shock while 
working in my father’s shop. I was sitting on 
a trestie,and it knocked me off backwards. 
The unconsciousness lasted just about as long 
as this time, and my mother used similar 
methods to bring me to.”’ 

WIRES CUT. 

In West End two wires were cut. The 
Wires run close to a windmill on Mr. Wil- 
lie Venable’s place, and that gentleman wes 
notified that his mill had been demolished.

The first colored appointee Sout, Lewis 

the republican postmaster, reported for duty

This new servant of the United States gov- 
ernment is C. C, Penny. He will occupy the 
position left vacant by the resignation of Mr. 
Fred Wedemeyer in the reistered letter, de- 
partment. 

Early yesterday morning General Lewis 
‘teok his_porotege to the United States court 
where he was sworn in by Clerk O..C. Fuller. 
When -this formality had been complied 
with, General Lewis and the negro 
returned to the postoffice and entered the 
registered letter room of which Mr. Lyons is 
superintendefit. The only other occupant of 


the office at the time was Miss Lyons,who acts 


as delivery clerk for her father. 

“General Lewts began to introduce the negro 

as “‘Mister’’ Penny. As soon, however, as Mr. 
pon realized what was being done he turned 
his back on the new clerk and fearing that he 
would next be introduced to his daughter 
took General Lewis by the arm and led him 
into the outerfocom. 

Mr. Lyons, thinking that a gratuitos insult 
had been offeref himself and more 
particularly his daughter, was very 
angry. Exactly what {was said 
neither gentleman would say. Mr. Lyons 
asked if the instaliation of the negro could not 
be deferred for aday or two in order to give 
himself and Miss Lyons an opportunity of 
settling up their books and leaving. General 
Lewis said thatit would be out of the ques- 
tion. This made it impossible for Miss Lyons 
toremain and she at once wrote to General 
Lewis: 

General J. R. Lewis.—Dear&ir: This is to tender 
my resignation as delivery clerk to take effect im- 
mediately. Respectfully, A. VY. LYONS. 

She found, however, that it would take sev- 
eral hours to put her work. in. order and she 
was obliged to remain until this was done, 

In the meanwhile, Mr. Lyons cleared a 
little space at one end of a big table in the 
outer office for Penny and there he did his first 
day’s work for the United States. Mr. Lyons 
has signed receipts for a considerable amount 
of registered matter and he will be forced to 
remain until it is delivered or leave it in charge 
of Penny, which he refuses to risk. 

WHAT GENERAL LEWIS SAYS. 

When questioned abovt the appointment 
General Lewis said: 

*T had no choice under the civil service law 
other than to act as I have done.”’ 

““Was he the only eligible man on the civil 
service list ?’’ 

**No, two men were certified to me.’’ 

‘Were they both black ?’’ 

‘One was white, but I preferred Penny.’’ 

‘‘Was there any reason for the preferrence ?”’ 

‘‘The white man I considered too young to 
be put in a responsible position, and Penny is 
the best penmzn and the brightest of the two.’’ 

‘‘Would it have been possible to delay the 
matter ?’’ 

“‘No delay was possible; my predecessors 
left the office in sueh a way that I was forced 
to appoint new men at once.”’ 

*‘Do you suppose you can get a responsible 
white man to work in the office with Penny ?”’ 

A smile wrinkled the corners of General 
Lewis’s mouth. ‘I expect I can,’’ he said. 

**Have you decided on any one to take Mr. 
Lyons’s place?” ee 

“He has said nothing to me about leaving 
yet, and I have no idea of his intentions, as he 
never mentioned the matter. There is only 
one other vacancy. Itis in the money order 
department and I don’t know yet who will be 
appointed to it. I did not make the civil ser- 
vice law, but I am bound to act by it.” 

Penny is an undersized negro of a very black 
color. He remained seated while Mr. Lyons 
and the reporter were questioning him. He 
said that he graduated from the Atlanta uni 
versity on the first of June and on the 25th of 
the same month passed the civil service exami- 
nation with sixteen others, the majority of 
whom were white. He refused to say what 
political influence had been used on his 
behalf. 

As soon as it became known that a negro had 
been appointed to Mr. Lyons’ department his 
friends began to call and offer advice. Fully 
two hundred people dropped in during the af- 
ternoon. Everybody was glad to hear that 
Miss Lyon had left.
